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' BOUT the beginning of this century, the condition of the 
inhabitants of the highlands and iſlands of Scotland was 
truly deplorable. Beſides the inconveniencies which they felt 

in common with their fellow-ſubjects in the other parts of 
this dn they laboured under diſadvantages peculiar to them- 
ſelves, ariſing from the nature of their country, of their religion, and 
government, and of their language. ä 

High mountains, great lakes, large and rapid rivers, and, in ma- 
ny places, dangerous gulphs, bays, and arms of the ſea, when there 
were no highways, nor bridges, nor other accommodations for tra- 
vellers, rendered the communication with their more civilized neigh- 
bours, at all times precarious and difficult, often impracticable. 
While intercourſe and commerce were thus prevented, the barrenneſs 
of the ſoil, and the ſeverity of the climate, by obſtructing internal 
improvements, contributed to retain the inhabitants in their original 
ſtate of rudeneſs and barbarity. 

To this the nature of that government to which they had been 
long accuſtomed, was, likewiſe, in no ſmall degree conducive. The 
bleſſings which che glorious Revolution had ſo lately introduced in- 
to the reſt of Britain, were, here, unfelt and unknown. The feudal 


ſyſtem ſtill reigned in all its rigour. The chieftains of the ſeveral 


clans continued to exerciſe the moſt abſolute authority over their vaſ- 
ſals, and diſpoſed, at pleaſure, of their properties, of their lives, nay, 
even of their 8 and principles. Thus inſlaved by their lead- 
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ers, they were always ready to execute the mandates of arbitrary 
power, and remained, for a very conſiderable time, attached to the 
intereſts of one, who had been declared, by a ſolemn act of the Scot- 
tiſh convention, to have forfeited his right to the crown. 

| Their religion ſerved to render them {till more rude, ignorant, and 
diſaffected. On ſome parts of the country, the glorious light, of the 
goſpel had not as yet ſhined. In many, it was now almoſt ob- 
ſcured by the clouds of Popiſh error and ſuperſtition. In the few 
places where the Chriſtian Reformed religion was preached, the in- 
fluence of it was retarded, and the effects of it were counteracted, 
not only by the buſy artifices of avowed enemies, and the inveterate 
prejudices of a people utterly averſe from inſtruction, but even by 
the diſadvantageous circumſtances which attended the preaching 
thereof. The nature of the Gaelic language, — the obſtinate adhe- 
rence of the inhabitants to it, and their rooted antipathy to the Eng- 
liih, —the want of books in their native tongue, —their confequent 
inability to read, — and the vaſt extent of country, at that time, ne- 
ceſſarily under the charge of one miniſter, were very formidable ob- 
{tacles to the propagation of the goſpel in thoſe parts. 

To render any attempts for this valuable purpoſe ſucceſsful, ſome- 
thing more than mere preaching was neceſſary. This, though re- 
peated on every Sabbath-day, if not enforced by private admonition, 
and frequent reading of the ſcriptures, can have but little effect in 
convincing and converting mankind. Beſides, the very nature of it 
preſuppoſes the hearers to be arrived at the full exerciſe of their un- 
derſtanding and judgement; by which time, many evil habits are 
acquired and confirmed; and how hard it is to overcome theſe, let 
daily experience determine. 

The ſureſt way of making right and permanent impreſſions on the 
human mind, is to begin early. Hence the eſtabliſhment of ſchools; | 


for the education of youth, hath, at all times, been encouraged in eve- 


ry well-regulated ftate; and, in a particular manner, by the legifla- 
ture of Scotland. 

Time was, when the legiſlature of this kingdom found it neceſſary, 
to make a law, commanding all barons and freeholders, under the 
penalty of L. 20, to put their eldeſt ſons to ſchool at the age of fix 
or Nine years, there to remain, till they ſhould be competently 
founded in Latin; and afterwards to ſtudy law for three years. Hap- 


pily there is now no occaſion for ſuch ſtatutes.

In the year 1616, the privy council iſſued an act for erecting 
ſchools in every pariſh in Scotland; which proceeds on the following 
narrative: Forſamikle as the King's Majeſtie, having a ſpecial care 


* and regard, that the true religion be advanced and eſtabliſhed in ' 
ad 


. 


« all the partis of this kingdom, and that all his Majeſtic” s ſubjects, 
“ eſpecially the youth, be exerciſed and trayned up in civilitie, god- 
* lineſs, knowledge, and learning; that the vulgar Ingleſhe toung be 
. © nniverſallie planted, and the Iriſhe language, which is one of "the 
“ chieff and principall caufes of the continuance of barbaritie, and 
* 1incivilitie, among the inhabitants of rhe Iſles and Hey landis, may 
0 aboliſhed, and removit: And whereas there is no means more 
* powerfull to further this his Majeftie's princelie regard and purpoſe, 
„than the eftabliſhing of ſchools in the particular paroches of this 
© kingdom, whair the youth may be taught, at the leaſt to write and 
reid, and be catechiſed and inſtructed in the grounds of religion: 
* Therefore the King's Majeſtie, with adviſe of the Lords of his Se- 
* cret Council, has thought it neceſſar and expedient, that, in every 
_ © paroch of this kingdom, quhair convenient means may be had for 
* intertayning a ſcoole, that a ſcoole fall be eſtabliſhed.” _ 

This act of the privy council was afterwards confirmed, with pro- 
per alterations and additions, by three ſeveral acts of parliament. 


Though theſe acts were attended with moſt beneficial effects in many 


parts of the kingdom ; yet they were not carried into execution 1n 
the Highlands and Illands. The inhabitants of thoſe countries were 
too fond of their own language, to give encouragement to a ſcheme, 


the avowed intention of which was to ſupplant it. Indeed, the ex- 


treme poverty of the lower ranks of people diſabled them, even if they 
had been willing, from putting their children to ſchool. 

To obviate, in ſome meaſure, this great difficulty, an act of par- 
liament was paſſed in 1690, whereby vacant ſtipends, within the ſy- 
nod of Argyle, were ordained to be applied, in all time coming, by 
the direction of the ſaid ſynod, with the conſent of the heritors, for 
training young men at ſchools and colleges, as a neceſſary means for 
planting and propagating the goſpel, and for introducing civility and 
good order into that country. This act is, however, evidently inſuf- 
ficient : for it was not only confined to one ſynod, but the fund there- 
by appropriated muſt have amounted to no great ſum, as vacant 
churches were always ſoon filled. 

To remedy this laſt defect, his Majeſty King William gave to 
the aforeſaid ſynod, a grant of the rents of the biſhoprick of Argyle, 
for the above purpoſe, which hath ever ſince been renewed ; but the 
intention of it appears to have been in a great meaſure defeated, a- 
mong other things, by augmentations of ſtipends, and erection of new

ing of ſchools and ſchoolmaſters houſes, and better endowment of 
ſchoolmaſters, in the Highlands of the ſhires of Perth, Stirling, and 
Dumbarton: the management of which fund was intruſted to cer- 
tain noblemen and gentlemen, named in the grant, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors. In fact, however, the rents of this biſhoprick have every 


year fallen very far ſhort of the ſum: ſo that, though this truſt is 


managed with fidelity and attention, the operation of it cannot be 
extenſive. 

In the ſame year, King William erected a ſchool at Maryburgh, 
now Fort-William, with a falary of L. 30 Sterling ; which having 
been in a few years withdrawn, this ſchool was given up. 

Such was the unhappy ſtate of the inhabitants of the Highlands 
and Iſlands of Scotland, with regard to religion, liberty, and learn- 
ing; and ſuch was the partial nature of ſome, and the bad ſucceſs of 
all, attempts to civilize and reform them, prior to the beginning of 
this century. 

In the year 1701, a few private gentlemen, who uſually met in the 
city of Edinburgh as a ſociety for reformation of manners, formed 


the defign of eſtabliſhing charity- ſchools in the Highlands and Iflands, 


and agreed to uſe their endeavours for procuring, by voluntary ſub- 
ſcriptions, a fund for this purpoſe. Part of the money thereby rai- 
ſed was applied towards the erection of a {chool in the pariſh of Aber- 
tarph, in Inverneſsſhire, being the centre of a country where 1gno- 
rance and Popery did greatly abound ; but the ſchoolmaſter met with 
ſuch diſcouragements from the inhabitants, that, after a trial of a 
year and a half, it was found neceſſary to ſuppreſs the ſchool. 

Not diſheartened by ſo inauſpicious an event, the original contri- 
vers of this deſign extended their views to the plantation of charity- 
ſchools in other parts of the Highlands and Iſlands. 

They publiſhed a memorial, ſetting forth the diſorders in thoſe 
countries, and propoſing various methods of redreſſing them, 
chiefly by promoting religion and virtue: they likewiſe pointed out 
how funds might be raiſed for thoſe ends, from vacant ſtipends, a 
general collection, and private ſubſcriptions and mortifications, Co- 
pies of this memorial were diſperſed among the members of the Scot- 
tiſh parliament, and the draught of a bill for rendering effectual the 
ſcheme therein ſuggeſted, was prepared, but never paſſed into an 


act. 


The General Aſſembly, in conſequence of an application to them, 
made an act and recommendation for a contribution for the purpoſes 
above mentioned. 

The General Aſſembly recommended to their Commiſſion, to in- 


quire, how the Highlands and Iſlands were provided with ſchools, 
what

what laces did moſt need them, and what encouragement might be 
expected by thoſe who were inclined to form a ſociety for maintain- 
ing charity-ſchools in thoſe countries. 
The General Aſſembly appointed a ſelect committee to conſider this 
matter ; who, after ſeveral conferences with the gentlemen already 
mentioned, publiſhed propoſals for propagating Chriſtian knowledge 
in the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, and in foreign parts of the 
world. Copies of theſe propoſals, with ſubſcription-papers thereto 
annexed, were ſent to all the perſons of influence in the kingdom, 
Her Majeſty Queen Anne was graciouſly pleaſed to encourage 


this deſign by her royal proclamation, and, ſubſcriptions having 
been obtained to the amount of L. 1000 Sterling and upwards, to - 


grant letters- patent under the great ſeal of Scotland, for erecting cer- 
tain of the ſubſcribers into a corporation ; the firſt nomination of whom 
was lodged with the Lords of Council and Seſſion.

Proceedings of the Society, in the Highlands and Iſlands 
of Scotland, under the firſt patent. 


His corporation, known by the name of TRE SOCIETY IN 
SCOTLAND FOR PROPAGATING CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE, 


held their firſt meeting on Thurſday November 3. 1709. Nov. 3. 1709. 


At this meeting, where were preſent ſeveral of the Nobility, four- 
teen of the Lords of Seſſion, many gentlemen of rank and influence, 
together with moſt of the miniſters of the city of Edinburgh, and in 
the neighbourhood thereof, they made choice of a Preſident, Secre- 


tary, and Treaſurer ; as alſo of a committee of fifteen Directors, who 


were appointed to meet, as often as they ſhould ſee needful, for the 
diſpatch of buſineſs. They likewiſe ordered public intimation to 
be made for calling in the money ſubſcribed. 


At their next meeting, a ſcheme of management was approved, and Jan. 5. 1710. 


ordered to be printed, for the information of the public; the moſt 
material articles of which it may not be improper here to mention, 
in order to ſhow, with what views this Society did originally ſet out, 
in proſecution of their great work. 

It was propoſed, 1. To erect and maintain ſchools in ſuch places of 


Scotland, particularly in the r and Iſlands, as ſhould be

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found to need chem moſt; in which ſchools, Papiſts as well as Pro- 
teſtants of every denomination, and all perſons whatſoever, ſhould be 
taught, by fit and well- qualified ſchoolmaſters, appointed by the So- 
ciety, to read the holy ſcriptures and other pious books, as alſo to 
write, and to underſtand the common rules of arithmetic, with ſuch 
other things as ſhould be thought ſuitable to their circumſtances. 
2. That the ſchoolmaſters ſhould be particularly careful to inſtruct 
their ſcholars in the principles of the Chriſttan Reformed religion ; 
and, for that end, ſhould be obliged to catechiſe them at leaſt twice a- 
week, and to pray publicly with them twice a-day. 3. That not 
only ſuch as were unable to pay, ſhould be taught gratis, but that 
thoſe whoſe circumſtances required it, ſhould have ſuch farther en- 
couragement as the Society ſhonld think fit, in a confiſtency with 
their patent. 4. To name ſome prudent perſons, miniſters and o- 
thers, to be overſeers of thoſe ſchools, who ſhould take care, that the 
ſchoolmaſters do their duty, and that the inſtructions to be given 
from time to time, by the Society or their committee, be punQually 
obſerved : which overſeers ſhould make their report to the Society 
quarterly, or half-yearly at fartheſt. 5. To give ſuitable encourage- 

ment to ſuch minifters or catechiſts as ſhould be willing to contri- 
bute their aſſiſtance towards the farther inſtruction of the ſcholars, 
remote from church, by not only catechifing, but preaching to them : 
which miniſters or catechiſts ſhould take the ſame care of the other 
inhabitants as of the ſcholars. 6. To extend their endeavours for 
the advancement of the Chriftian religion, to Heathen nations ; and, 
for that end, to give encouragement to miniſters to preach the goſpel 
among them. 

The Society alſo granted commiſſions to certain perſons, as their 
correſpondents in the ſeveral counties and principal towns in Scot- 
land ; and took meaſures for eſtabliſhing a board of ma at 
London. 

Being reſtrained, by their patent, from encroaching upon their ca- 
pital, it was ſome time before they could get a ſufficient revenue, to 
enable them to carry their plan into execution, 

. As ſoon as the Society's capital amounted to L. 3700 Sterling, they 
ht j: 4ſettled a ſchool in the Hand of St Kilda, with a ſalary of 300 merks : 
July 31. 1711. and then reſolved to erect eleven itinerant ſchools, which, in order to 

be more extenſively uſeful, ſhould be ſtationed, by turns, in the places 
following : one in Abertarph; two in the highlands of Aberdeenſhire, 
in and about the Braes of Mar, on the heads of the rivers Don and 
Dee; a fourth in the bounds of the then preſbytery of Sutherland; 

a fifth in the pariſhes of Diurneſs and Farr, then in the preſbytery of 


Caichneſs; a fixth in the preſbytery of Sky; ; a ſeventh in ſome part 
of

of the Duke of Athol's Highlands, which ſhould be ſpecified by his 
Grace; the eighth in the pariſh of Glenelg ; the ninth in the South 


Iſles, and continent of Orkney; the tenth in the North Ifles thereof; 
and the eleventh in the iſles and continent of Zetland, being one for 
each preſbytery in thoſe bounds : the ſchoolmaſters of each of the 


eight ſchools firſt named, to have a ſalary of 300 merks, and thoſe of L.15 : 75 < 


the other three to have only 150 merks, until the SOCIety's ſtock L.3:6: 


ſhould be increaſed. The particular ſtations where the ſaid ſchools 
ſhould be firſt ſettled, and thoſe to which they ſhould be removed by 
turns, were to be determined by the committee, on proper informa- 
tion; with this proviſo, That thoſe ſchools ſhould continue at leaſt 
two years in one ſtation; the Society being, nevertheleſs, at hberty 
to keep them there for a longer or ſhorter time, as circumſtances 
might require. The committee was likzwife impowered to provide 
convenient houſes for the ſchools and ſchoolmaſters ; to appoint pro- 
per teachers; and to furniſh each of them with a ſufficient number of 
Bibles, New Teſtaments, Proverbs, Catechiſms, &c. as alſo with o- 
ther things neceſſary for the inſtruction of the ſcholars. 

At this time certain regulations, for the appointment of proper 
ſchoolmaſters, and for the right government of the ſchools, were eſta- 
bliſhed ; which, with fuch alterations and additions as have from 
time to time been found expedient, remain ſtill in force. 

As the General Aſſembly, in 1709, previous to the conſtitution of 
the Society, had made an at and recommendation for a general col- 


lection throughout Scotland, for promoting the delign thereof; and, 


in 1710, had nor only injoined the obſervance of the ſaid act, but re- 


commended to the ſeveral ſynods in the Highlands and Idands, to in- 


quire into the ſtate of the parithes in their bounds, with regard to 
ſcaools, and to ſend an authentic account of the ſame to the Secretary 
of the Society; ; neither of which acts had been fully carried into exe- 
cution; the Society applied for, and obtained, a renewal of the faid 


acts. 
Five of the ave itinerant ſchools above mentioned were ſettled. 


The Society, confidering that two of their ſchools had had very July 31. 1713, 


bad ſucceſs, and that others of them, in wide and 1ll-1nhabired coun- 
tries, could be of little ſervice, unleſs their numbers were increaſed, 
impowered their committee to erect more ſchools, with ſmaller falaries, 
in the moſt proper places. 

In 1713, the Society's ſchools amounted to 12; and, in 171 5, 
their capital being increaſed to L. 6177 Sterling, to 25. 

Dr Daniel Williams, a diſſenting clergyman in London, did, by 
his laſt- will, give to the Society, at the end of one year after they

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countries, all his lands and tenements in and about Catworth in Hun- 
tingdonſhire, then let at about L. 68 Sterling per annum, to have and 
„to hold, as long as the ſaid Society continues to carry on the ſaid 
c attempt for the converſion of infidel countries, and the members of 
*© the ſaid Society are permitted to be freely elected.“ On receiving 
information of this valuable legacy, the Society began to take the pro- 
per meaſures for fulfilling the condition thereof: but, for want of 
adequate funds, was, for ſeveral years, diſabled from carrying the 
ſame into execution, by ſending miſſionaries into foreign parts. 

The Society maintained 34 ſchools. : 

The General Aſſembly gave to the Society L. 742: 9: 73 Sterling; 
and alſo renewed former recommendations in their favour. 

The Society having, in 1717, reprefented to the General Aſſembly, 
that in many places where the Society's ſchools are ſettled, there 
are no parochial ſchools, as provided by law, by which means it ſo 
happens, that the Society's ſchools ſerve only to eaſe the heritors and 
pariſhioners of the burden impoſed on them by ſtatute, the General 
Aſſembly of that year remitted the ſaid matter to a committee, and, 
in 1719, made an act, recommending to the ſeveral preſbyteries and 
ſynods, to carry into execution the powers veſted in them by the 
acts of parliament in that caſe made and provided. 

The Society's capital amounted to L. 8168 Sterling, and the num- 
ber of their ſchools to 48. SS | 

By an act paſled in the firſt year of George J. intitled, Act for 
„ the more effectual ſecuring the peace of the Highlands in Scot- 
„ Jand,” ſuch perſons as his Majeſty ſhould appoint under his royal 
ſign- manual, were required and impowered, on or before the 1ſt of 
December 1716, to lay before his Majeſty, an account of the proper 
places for eſtabliſhing ſchools, and of the neceſſary ſalaries for the 
maintenance of them, that all needful proviſion might be made for 
that end. His Majeſty having granted a commiſſion in purſuance of 
ſaid act, the perſons therein named made a report to his Majeſty, 
bearing, That 151 ſchools, excluſive of thoſe already eſtabliſhed, were 
abſolutely neceſſary in the places therein ſpecified, whereof they, 
together with their report, gave a geographical deſcription ; and that 
L. 20 was a competent ſalary for each of the ſchoolmaſters, amount- 
ing in all to about L. 3ooo per annum. | 

By an act paſſed in the fourth year of George I. intitled, Act 


for veſting the forfeited eſtates in Great Britain and Ireland, in tru- 


* ſtees, to be ſold for the uſe of the public,” &c. it was enacted, © That, 
„% of the nett monies which ſhall ariſe by ſale of the ſaid eſtates and 
« intereſts, or by the rents and profits thereof till ſale, after allow-

te and after payment of ſuch ſums as by any clauſe or clauſes, in

ing L. 20,000 ſhall be appropriated and applied towards the ma-

By another act, paſſed in the fixth year of George I. intitled, Act 69 Geo. I. 
“for laying a duty upon wrought plate, and for applying money .. 
* ariſing from the clear produce, (by ſale of the forfeited eſtates), 
towards anſwering his Majeſty's ſupply,” &c. it was provided, 
That nothing in this preſent act contained, ſhall be conſtrued any 
+ way to invalidate or infringe a proviſion made by an act paſſed | - 
in the fourth year of his Majeſty's reign, for appropriating a ſum, 

* not exceeding L. 20,000, to be applied towards erecting and main- 
„e taining ſchools in the Highlands of Scotland, nor to alter the or- 
* der and manner appointed by the ſaid act for raiſing the ſaid ſum 
„out of the monies which ſhall ariſe, by ſale of the forfeited eſtates 
* in Scotland, any thing in this preſent act to the contrary not- 
„ withſtanding.” 3 

To make effectual the money thus appropriated by parliament, was 5 
a matter too intereſting to the Highlands of Scotland to be left alto- 
gether unattempted by the Society. They did therefore exert all their 
endeavours for this purpoſe; firſt, by furniſhing the commiſhoners with 
the proper materials for enabling them to make the requiſite report to 
his Majeſty ; and then, by making repeated applications to the members 
of both houſes of parliament, and to perſons in power, for obtaining 
an act of parliament, directing the manner in which the aforeſaid 
L. 20,000 ſhould be applied to the purpoſes to which it had been ap- 
propriated. They afterwards preſented a petition to his Majeſty on 1724. 
this ſubjet; which was referred to the board of treaſury. But no 


part of this money hath ever been received by the Society. |

1724. The Society's ſtock amounted to L. 88 54: 15: 13, and, in 1727, to 
177% L. 9131: 5:9 Sterling. 
As the Society's funds were inſufficient to anſwer all the demands 
Mar.2r. 1728. for ſchools, they reſolved to apply to the Barons of Exchequer, for a 
grant of ſome part of the vacant ſtipends which fall to the crown. 
Application was accordingly made and repeated, but unhappily pro- 


ved fruitleſs. 
1728. The number of ſchools maintained by the Society amounted to 78, 


at which were taught 2757 ſcholars. 

Jan. 2. 1729. The Society granted a commiſſion to certain perſons at London, 
as their correſpondents, for receiving ſubſcriptions, money, &c. to- 
wards the deſign of their erection, as alfo for laying out whatever 


ſums might be intruſted to them. 


Mar. 18.1731. The Society conſidering, that it is the cuſtom of charitable ſocie- 


ties in England, to receive annual contributions, or ſubſcriptions for 
annual payments, from well-diſpoſed perſons; and that it might 
prove beneficial to this Society, to receive in the ſame manner annual 
donations or ſubſcriptions, did agree to accept the ſame; which ſhould 
be either wholly expended, or added to the capital ſtock, as the reſpec- 
tive donors {ſhould determine. 

1731. The Society's ſtock amounted to L. 3 6: 55 Sterling, and 
the number of their ſchools to 106. 

May 12. 1732. The General Aſſembly recommended to the Society, to uſe their 
beſt endeavours for having made effectual the L. 20,000 appropriated 
by act of parliament for ſchools in the — of Scotland, as a- 
bove mentioned.

1738. The Society, conſidering that, by their patent, they were not im- 
powered to erect ſchools for the purpoſe of inſtructing the poor chil- 
dren in huſbandry, trades, or manufactures, which is the moſt pro- 
per and effectual means of curing that habit of idleneſs too prevalent 
among the inhabitants of the Highlands, reſolved to apply to his 
Majeſty for an enlargement of their powers; and did accordingly . 
obtain a ſecond patent to that effect. 

Some time after this, the Society came to the following reſolutions, 
with regard to the management of their funds, in as far as concerns 
their firſt and ſecond patents. 1. That no part of the ſtock of the 


Society which 1 was bequeathed or given to them, or whereof they 
| were

were poſſeſſed at the date of the ſecond patent or charter, ſhall be 


applied to any of the additional purpoſes in that ſecond charter men- 
tioned : but that the whole thereof ſhall be applied to the ſame pur- 
poſes as formerly, agreeably to the charter ſubſiſting ar the date of 
the donations or contributions, whereof that ſtock is compoſed. 2. 
'That whatever donations have been made fince the date of the ſecond 
patent, or ſhall for the future be made, without any particular di- 
rection from the donors, ſhall be applied promiſcuouſly to the 
purpoſes of the firſt or ſecond patent, as the Society ſhall find moſt 
likely to anſwer the laudable ends of either, or of both. 3. That 
whatever ſums have been already given for the ſpecial purpoſes ei- 


ther of the firſt or ſecond patent, ſhall be applied accordingly. 


And that if any future benefactor ſhall think fit to make a ſpecial do- 
Nation, either wholly for the purpoſes of the firſt or ſecond charter, 
or in certain proportions, to the purpoſes of either of the charters, 
the Society will cauſe ſeparate accounts of ſuch appropriations to be 
kept, in order that the will of ſuch benefactors may be ſtrictly ob- 
ſerved. 4. That the Society will conſtantly take care to conjoin the 
purpoſes of both patents; and while they will proſecute, as they ſhall 
be enabled, thoſe of the ſecond, they will never ſuffer the purpoſes of 
the firſt patent to be neglected. In order to which, in caſe any con- 
tributor ſhall direct the money by him given, to be applied fingly to 
the purpoſes of the ſecond patent, the Society will take care, out of 
their other funds, to cauſe the fame children to be inſtructed, in 
terms of the firſt and original - patent. 


At the date of the ſecond patent, the Society's ſtock amonnted to June 6. 1738, 


L. 16,491 : 2: os Sterling; and the money bequeathed to, but not 
then received by, the Society, to L. 3014: 14: 38 Sterling; which 
together make the ſum of L. 19, 50 5: 16: 4 Sterling. 


Alexander Macdonald, one of the Society's ſchoolmaſters, having, Marche. 1739. 


in conſequence of a recommendation from the Society to the preſby- 
tery of Lorn, compoſed a Gaelic and Engliſh vocabulary, which had 
been reviſed and approved by the ſaid preſbytery, the ſame was print- 
ed for the uſe of the ſchools.

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One of the Society's ſchoolmaſters having, by their appointment, 
tranſlated the Mother's Catechiſm into Gaelic, with the approbation 
of perſons converſant in that language, the ſame was printed, at the 
expence of the Society, for the uſe of their ſchools. 

The Society, finding that all endeavours uſed by them for having 
parochial ſchools ſettled in every pariſh, had hitherto proved inef- 
fectual, and that no fewer than 175 pariſhes, within the bounds of 
39 preſbyteries, where the Society's ſchools are erected, have no pa- 
rochial ſchools, repreſented this matter to the General Aſſembly ; 
who, having taken the ſame into conſideration, made an act, ap- 
pointing the ſeveral preſbyteries to inquire, whether or not a paro- 
chial ſchool is eſtabliſhed in every parith in their bounds, and where 
ſuch ſchools are wanting, to make application to the commiſſioners of 
ſupply, in terms of law; and alſo appointing the procurator and a- 
gent for the church, at the public charge, to carry on all proceſſes 
neceſſary for that purpoſe. 

The Society's ſtock at Martinmas this year, amounted to L. 28, 413, 
16 8. 6 d. Sterling; and the number of ſchools to 176, at which were 
educated 6409 children. 

This year the committee of the royal bounty *, who, from the year 
1729, had, in concert with the Society, appointed a conſiderable 
number of their ſchoolmaſters to act as catechiſts, found themſelves 
under the neceſſity of withdrawing the ſalaries allowed by them on 
that account. In conſequence whereof, the Society, being unable to 
maintain the former number of ſchools, ordered, that for the future 
all their ſchoolmaſters on the joint ſcheme, who had only 35 ſcho- 
lars, or under, ſhould be diſmiſſed, and their ſalaries withdrawn, 
except in pariſhes where Papiſts reſide; and that the ſalaries before 
paid by the Society and the committee of the royal bounty jointly, 
ſhould be wholly paid by the Society. 

At Martinmas this year, the Society's Rock amounted to 
L. 29,113: 16 : 6 Sterling, and the number of their ichools to 
140. | 

Fn At 42 this year, the Society's ſtock amounted to 
L. 30,791 : 9: 10 Sterling, and the number of their ſchools to 
171. 

The Reverend Mr James Stewart, miniſter at Kithn, in the preſ- 
bytery of Dunkeld, having finiſhed a tranſlation into Gaelic of the 
New Teſtament, in which he had been employed by the Society, 
10,000 copies thereof were printed, at the EXPECE of L. 645, 4 s.

* In the year 1725, King George I. gave a donation of L. 1000 Sterling, to be em- 
ployed by the General Aſſembly of the church of Scotland for the reformation of the 
Highlands and Iflands, and other places where Popery and ignorance abound, This do- 


nation hath been ever ſince continued, and is managed by a committee named by the Ge- 
neral Aſſembly, who are called, The Committee for managing the Royal Bounty.

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At Martinmas this year, the Society's ſtock amounted to 
L. 31,171 : 16 : 5 Sterling, and the number of their ſchools. to 
151. 1; 

"A ſubſcription having been opened in behalf of the poor High- 
landers living in and near the city of Edinburgh, who, for want of 
a ſtated miniſter to preach to them in the Gaelic language, could 
not partake of the benefit of divine ordinances, a conſiderable ſum 
of money was thereby raiſed, with which ground was purchaſed, and 
a chapel for public worſhip erected; the property of which was veſted 
in the Society by a conveyance from Mr William Dickſon of Edinburgh, 
dyer, who purchaſed the ground, and was the chief promoter of the 
ſubſcription. At preſent a catechiſt officiates in this chapel, until a 
miniſter ſhall be appointed. 
The Society, deſirous of obtaining the fulleſt information with re- 

ard to the ſituation and circumſtances of their ſchools, and the con- 
duct of their ſchoolmaſters, in the Highlands and Iſlands, granted 
a commiſſion to Mr Lewis Drummond, Lieutenant in the late 115th 
regiment of foot, in whom they placed a very great confidence, to 
viſit their ſchools in different parts, and to make an exact report of 
all the particulars relative thereto, according to inſtructions given to 
him for that purpoſe. Mr Drummond, in two ſeveral viſitations, 


each of which continued for many months, executed this truſt with 


ſuch fidelity, diligence, and zeal, as juſtified the good opinion which 
the Society entertained of him, and gave them entire ſatisfaRtion, 
He made two diſtin and complete reports of theſe viſitations, which 
conveyed to the Society much intereſting intelligence, concerning 
the ſtate, not only of their ſchools, but of Teligion in general, in 
the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, and ſuggeſted to them ſome 
material alterations for the improvement of their plan. 

At Martinmas this year, the Society's ſtock amounted to 
L. 33,799, 1s. and the number of their ſchools to 159.

Proceedings of the Society, in America, under the firſt 
patent. 


T hath been already obſerved, that the pious views of this Society 
were not confined to the Highlands and Iflands of Scotland, but 


extended to Heathen nations; that, from the narrowneſs of their

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funds, their attention was long ingroſſed by the former of theſe ob- 
jets; and that it was not till many years after the death of Dr Wil- 
liams *, that they were enabled to proſecute the latter with effec. 

The nature and ſucceſs of the attempts for propagating Chriſtian 
knowledge in foreign parts fall now to be repreſented. 

The Society granted a commiſſion to his Excellency Jonathan 
Belcher, Eſq; Governor of Maſlachuſett's-bay, and to orher gentle- 
men of character and influence in New England, to be their corre- 
ſpondents in thoſe parts, with power to them to chuſe perſons qua- 
lified for being employed as miſhonaries, and not employed by any 
other ſociety, to fix the ſalary which ſhould be given to each of the 
three miſſionaries, and to ſpecify the particular places where they 
ſhould ſerve. In purſuance of this commiſſion, which was moſt 
readily accepted by his Excellency Governor Belcher, and the other 
perſons therein named, three miſſionaries were appointed by them, 
with a ſalary of L. 20 Sterling each, for inſtructing in Chriſtian 
knowledge the Indians on the borders of New England, viz. Mr Jo- 
ſeph Secomb, who was ſtationed at Fort-George on George's river, 


where the Nin Indians traded; Mr Ebenezer Hinſdale, at r | 


Dummer on Connecticut river; and Mr Stephen Parker, at Fort- 
Richmond, both places of reſort for the Indians. Upon an applica- 
tion from Governor Belcher, the General Court of the province of 
Maſſachuſett's-bay voted, that L. 100 per annum of their currency 
ſhould be paid out of the public treaſury to each of the aforeſaid 
miſſionaries, provided that they ſhould uſually reſide at the three places 
above mentioned, or at ſuch other places as ſhould be named by the 
{aid General Court, and there perform the duty of chaplains. Theſe 
miſſionaries were maintained by the Society till the year 1737, when 
they were diſmiſſed, on account of their want of ſucceſs, and of their 
declining to live among the Indians. 

Previous to this, viz. in 1735, the eſtate bequeathed by Dr Williams 
had been conveyed to the Society; the free yearly rent whereof a- 
mounted to L. 56 Sterling. 

The Truſtees for the colony of Georgia having, in 1735, engaged 
a conſiderable number of people, from the Highlands of Scotland, 
to ſettle there, and being deſirous that they ſhould have a Preſby- 
terian miniſter to preach to them in Gaelic, and to teach and cate- 
chiſe the children in Englith, applied to the Society to grant a com- 
miſſion to ſuch miniſter, who ſhould likewiſe act as one of their 
miſſionaries for inſtructing the native Indians, and to allow him a 
falary for ſome years, until the colony ſhould be able to maintain

him at their own ſole expence. Theſe Truſtees farther agreed to give | 1 
to this miſſionary, and to his ſucceſſors, in perpetuity, 300 acres of 1 
land. The Society accordingly granted a commiſſion to Mr John b 
Macleod, a native of the Iſle of Sky, with a ſalary of L. 50 Sterling. 
This miſſion was ſupported till the year 1740, when the greateſt part 
of the inhabitants of this colony having been cut off, in an unhappy 
expedition againſt the Spaniards at St Auguſtine, Mr Macleod left 
Georgia. | | 5 

The Society eſtabliſned a board of correſpondents at New York, 2741 
with the ſame powers, and for the fame purpoſes, with that eſtabliſh- 
ed at Boſton. | 

This board appointed Mr Azariah Horton to be miſſionary on 
Long Ifland, a part of the province of New York, with a ſalary of 
L. 40 Sterling; and named, as his aſſiſtant and interpreter, one Mi- 
randa, an Indian, formerly a trader, but who had for ſome time 
laboured to inſtru the Delaware and Suſquehanna Indians. Mi- 
randa died ſoon after his appointment; but Mr Horton remained 
for ſeveral years on Long Iſland; where he at firſt met with great 
ſucceſs in converting the native Indians; but afterwards this miſe | 
ſion, not having been found extenſively uſeful, was diſcontinued. Jan. 15.1753. 
The Society appointed Mr David Brainard to be a miſſionary, with 1743. 
a ſalary of L. 40 Sterling, and gave to him an interpreter. He offi- | | 
ciated among the Indians in Albany, in the province of New York, 
and then among the Delaware Indians in the province of Penſylvania; 
among whom, and the Indians on the borders of New Jerſey, he re- 
mained till his death in 1747, his labours having been remarkably 
bleſſed. | | | 

He was ſucceeded by his brother Mr John Brainard ; who having 1747. | 
been occaſionally employed where-ever he could be uſeful, was, in 1 
1759, eſtablithed as miſſionary among the Indians who were ſettled | | 

upon a tract of land purchaſed for them by the government of New 

Jerſey; where he continues at this preſent time. 

The Society for the propagation of the goſpel in New England, 

having reſolved to ſend, at their own expence, one miſſionary and 

one ſchoolmaſter to the Cherokee Upper Towns, provided the Society 

in Scotland ſhould ſend another miſſionary and ſchoolmaſter to the 

fame towns, this Society allowed L. 60 Sterling per annum for ſach 
_ miſſion, which was put under the management of certain perſons in 
Carolina and Virginia. In conſequence thereof, Mr Martin under- 
took this miſſion in December 1757; and appearances being promi- 1757. 
fing, Mr Richardſon was ſent in the year following; but the Cherokees 17358. 
having joined in hoſtilities with the French againſt this nation, this 
miſſion was ſoon given up.

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The board of correſpondents at Boſton having ceaſed to act ſince 
the year 1737, when the miſſions under their inſpection were with- 
drawn, the Society granted a new commiſſion to the Honourable 
Thomas Hutchinſon, then Licutenant-Governor of the province of 
Maſſachuſett's- bay, and to certain other gentlemen of the town of 
Boſton, to be their correſpondents, with the uſual powers. This board 
ſent three miſſionaries to Ohonoquagie, an Indian town on the banks 
of Suſquahanna river, where they were received with great cordiality; 
but not having been 1o ſucceſsful as was expected, they returned to 
Boſton. | bY 

As ignorance of the Indian language had always proved a great ob- 
ſtacle to the propagation of the goſpel among the North-American 
Indians, the board of correſpondents above mentioned, adopted a 
plan for the education of Engliſh and Indian youths ; in conſequence 
whereof three Indians were put to ſchool: but many inconveniencies, 
and particularly a great deal of expence, having been found to at- 
tend this ſcheme, 1t was dropped. They then attempted to eſtabliſh 
ſchools in the Indian ſettlements ; but hoſtilities having been com- 
menced by the Indians on the borders of New England, this mea- 
ſure was attended with little effect. i 8 

Mean while the board of correſpondents at Boſton having ſolici- 
ted the Society to apply in their behalf to the General Aſſembly of 
the .church of Scotland, a collection was appointed to be made 
through all the pariſh-churches in Scotland, for the purpoſe of Chri- 
ſtianifing the North-American Indians, the money ariſing from which 
amounted to L. 545: 5: 3 |

The Reverend Dr Eleazar Wheelock having, in 1754, eſtabliſhed a 
charity-ſchool at Lebanon in Connecticut, for the education, partly 
of Indian, and partly of Engliſh youths, to qualify them for being 
ſent as miſſionaries, interpreters, or ſchoolmaſters, to the different 
Indian tribes; and this ſchool being in a flouriſhing condition, he 
applied to the Society for having a board of correſpondents, with the 
uſual powers, appointed in the colony of Connecticut, which board 
might ſuperintend future miſſions in thoſe parts. This requeſt the 
Society granted, and gave a commiſſien accordingly. 

Dr Wheelock ſent over to Britain the Reverend Mr Nathaniel Whi- 
taker, and the Reverend Mr Sampſon Occom, which laſt had been 
educated by him, and had, for ſome time, been employed by the So- 
ciety as a miſſionary among the Oneyda Indians, to procure benefac- 
tions for the ſupport of the aforeſaid ſchool. They preſented a me- 
morial to the Society ; who tranſmitted copies thereof to all the mini- 
ſters in Scotland, with an earneſt recommendation to them, to take 


all proper methods for obtaining contributions in their reſpective pa- 


riſhes.

riſhes. At the ſame time, in order to ſecure the application of the 
money which might be collected, to che intereſting object in view, the 
Society reſolved, that the ſame ſhould be under their own manage- 
ment. In conſequence hereof, the ſum of L. 2529 : 17 : 11 Sterling 
was collected, and paid to the Treafurer of the Society. 

The Indian ſchool remained at Lebanon till the year 1771, when it 
was removed to Hanover, in the government of New Hampſhire, 
near 200 miles from its former ſtation ; and was incorporated, by a 
royal charter, with Dartmouth college, founded about that time. For 
this reaſon, the Society's board of correſpondents in Connecticut was 
diſcontinued, and the management of the funds deſtined for Ameri- 
ca was intruſted to the boards at Boſton and in New Jerſey ; which 
laſt board was appointed in the room of that formerly at New York, 
all the members thereof being either dead, or removed to New Jerſey. 

The Society having received moſt agreeable accounts of the dili- 
gent and ſucceſsful labours of the Reverend Mr Samuel Kirkland, 
who had been educated by Dr Wheelock, and had been for ſome 
years employed by him, and afterwards by the Society for propa- 
gating. the goſpel in New England, as a miſſionary among the Oney- 
da Indians, took him into their ſervice, and granted to him and an 
Indian catechiſt jointly, a yearly falary of L. go Sterling; the corpo- 
ration of Harvard college in New England having alſo agreed to give 
him the like ſum. The Society have lately allowed him to draw up- 
on them for the additional ſum of L. 50 Sterling, in order to pro- 
cure the neceſlary accommodation for himſelf and family. 

The laſt advices reſpecting him were moſt ſatisfying. He is maſter 
of the language of the Oneydas and Senecas, among whom, and the 
Tuſcororas, he labours with the utmoſt aſſiduity and fervency. His 
chief reſidence is among the Oneydas, at a great diſtance from any

Engliſh ſettlement. Having lived long among them, he has acqui- 


red their entire eſteem, affection, and confidence. The Indian ſchool 
under his care at Oneyda is in a flourithing ſtate, and conſiſts of 40 
or 50 ſcholars. The people in general behave well, and a conſider- 
able number entertain a juſt ſenſe of religion. They have lately built 
a church, a thing till now unheard of among ſavages, who gene- 
rally, if they are willing to hear the goſpel, ern to have every 
| 2 done for them. 

But theſe are not all the kid effects of Mr Kirkland's miner 
The Indians among whom he reſides, are convinced of the neceſſity 
of quitting their former ſavage manner of life, and are become more 


civilized than any of their neighbours, He has taught them huſ- 


bandry, has often wrought with them in the fields, to inſtruct them 
in the * of land, and has frequently ſupplied them with 
E farming-

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farming- utenfils. Many of them cultivate their lands, plant grain, 
and keep a number of cattle. Thus they will ſoon be able to live on 
their own farms, which will greatly ſerve the miſſion; and, when 
they become good huſbandmen, the expence of farniſhing them with 
utenſils, which is now neceſſary, will be diſcontinued. 

Mr Kirkland's preſent ſtation is highly favourable for promoring 
the deſign of his miſſion, as it hes on the moſt noted road through 
the Six Nations, and 1s conſtantly frequented by Indian travellers, 
This circumſtance likewiſe occaſions a conſiderable expence : befides 
which, many Indians who attend-on his miniſtry, come from diſtant 
parts ; ſo that there is ſeldom a Sabbath on which ſeveral do not eat 
at his table. When to theſe things is added, the difficulty of tranſ- 
porting proviſions and other neceſſaries through an uncultivated wil- 
derneſs, the ſalary allowed to him muſt appear to be no more than 
what is abſolutely requiſite. 

The tract of land, containing about 4000 acres, on which the 
Indians among whom Mr Brainard is miſſionary are ſettled, is fi- 
tuated near the middle of the country, between the river Delaware 
and the Atlantic ocean. The ſoil is very good for Indian corn, rice, 
beans, potatoes, &c. favourable to fruit- trees of various ſorts, na- 
tural for Engliſh clover, and wants nothing but cultivation to ſupply 
the Indians with all ſorts of vegetables. The extent of country un- 
der his charge is 100 miles eaſt and weſt, and near 80 north and 
ſouth ; the number of Indians is about 150 or 160; that of the white 
people is very conſiderable. His miſſion has hitherto been ſucceſs- 
ful. The Indians on that traQ of land remained in perfect peace and 
amity with the Engliſh during the whole time that the other Indian 
nations were committing the moſt barbarous murders upon them. 
As to their morals, they are in general rather reformed, and many 
of them ſupport an unblemiſhed character. Several attempts were 
made to get an Engliſh ſchoolmaſter to live among them, and to 
teach their children; but theſe proved fruitleſs. An Indian ſchool- 
maſter was therefore eſtabliſhed, who has met with conſiderable ſuc- 
ceſs. The proſpects among the white people in thoſe parts are very 
encouraging. No fewer than eight houſes for public worſhip have 
been erected ſince Mr Brainard's ſettlement among them; and it is 
probable that more will yet be built. . 

Beſides the miſſions above mentioned, the Society ſent two miſſio- 
naries and an interpreter to the Delaware Indians. On their arrival, 
many of the Indians were attentive, and ſome were deſirous of being 
inſtructed in the word of God. But theſe promiſing appearances 
ſoon vaniſhed; and the Indians ordered the miſſionaries to return to 


thoſe who ſent them. The — of this laſt miſſion amounted to

The Society ſent to the college of New Jerſey a preſent of books t 
the value of L. 50 Sterling, mowing formerly ſent a like preſent to 
Cambridge college in New England. 

A memorial was preſented to the Society from the Reverend Dr 
Ezra Styles and Mr Samuel Hopkins, both paſtors of churches in 
Newport, Rhode Ifland ; wherein they ſet forth the following parti- 
culars : That two Negro men in that place, named Briſtol Yamma and 


John Quamine, were hopefully converted to Chriſtianity ſome years a- 


o, and have ſince that time ſuſtained a good character as Chriſtians :

hat they are about 30 years of age, of conſiderable natural abili- 


ties, and ſpeak their native language, the language of a numerous 
and powerful nation in Guinea: That they are very deſirous to quit 
all worldly proſpects, and even to riſk their lives, in attempting to 
open a door for the propagation of the goſpel among their ignorant 
brethren: That theſe concurring circumſtances have induced ſeveral 
perſons in Newport, Rhode Iſland, to ſet on foot a propoſal of ſend- 
ing them on a miſſion to Africa: That, in order to qualify them for 
this important office, they muſt be put to ſchool, and taught to read 
and write better than they can now do; as alſo that they muſt be in- 
ſtructed more fully in divinity: That if, upon trial, they ſhall be found 
to have made ſuitable proficiency, and ſhall be thought by competent 
judges to be qualified for acting as miſſionaries, it is not doubted, 
that money may be procured ſufficient to carry the deſign into exe- 
cution: That at preſent money is wanted for diſcharging a debt of 
fifty dollars, contracted by the latter of the aforementioned Negroes 
at the time of purchaſing his freedom, and for ſupporting both of 
them at ſchool. The memorialiſts therefore intreated all well-diſpo- 
ſed perſons to contribute to forward this attempt to ſend the glorious 
light of the goſpel to thoſe nations which now worſhip falſe gods. 
The Society having conſidered this memorial, unanimouſly approved 
of the propoſal therein contained, and ordered, that a ſum, not ex- 
ceeding L. 30 Sterling, ſhould be ſent to the memorialifts; at the 
fame time ſignifying their willingneſs to contribute for the ſupport 
of 1 miſſion, whenſoever it ſhall, by the bleſſing of God,

Y the "MERE" patent, obtained from his Majeſty i in 1738, the So- 
ciety were authoriſed, *©* over and above the purpoſes of their 
original patent, to cauſe ſuch of the children educated at their 
ſchools as they ſhould think fit, to be inſtructed and bred up to 
huſbandry and houſewifery, or in trades and manufactures, or in 
fuch like mannal occupations as the Society ſhould think proper, 
and that in ſuch places, and in ſuch manner, as the Society, or their 
Directors, ſhould think the moſt practicable and expedient.“ It is 


propoſed to give a very ſhort and general account of the proceedings 


of the Society under this laſt patent. 

As none of the money bequeathed to, or revived by, the Society, 
previous to this patent, was to be apphed to the purpoſes thereof, 
ſome years elapſed before the ſtate of their funds would permit them 
to purſue thoſe objects; and even then, it became a matter of no 
fmall difficulty, amidſt a variety of ſchemes propoſed with the beſt 
intentions, to determine which of them was the moſt practicable, as 


well as moſt uſeful. 


The firſt undertaking was, to eſtabliſh a ſchool for teaching agri- 
culture, in the pariſh of Callendar, preſbytery of Dumblane, with a 
falary of L. 12 Sterling: but after a year's trial, which proved in 
every reſpect ineffectual, it was diſcontinued. 

Upon an application from the late Earl of Findlater, then Lord 
Deſkford, the Society eſtabliſhed à ſchool at Portſoy, in the pariſh 
of Fordice, Banffshire, with a ſalary of L. 10 Sterling, at which the 
children were in the forenoon inſtructed in reading Engliſh, in wri- 
ting, and in the common rules of arithmetic, and in the afternoon 
employed in ſpinning, knitting ſtockings, dreſſing flax, weaving, Kc. 
according to their ages and capacities. 

The Society did likewiſe, upon an application from a company of 
merchants 1 in Perth, who ſet up a manufactory of linen cloth, at Lo- 
gierait, in Athol, give an annual allowance to the ſchoolmaſter of that 
pariſh, for teaching, in the uſual manner, the children employed in 
that manufaQory. 

They eſtabliſhed a ſchool, with a ſalary of L. 10 Sterling, in che 
pariſh of — near Montroſe, for inſtructing children in agricul- 


ture,

ture, gardening, and geometry, under the inſpection of Robert Scot 


of Duninald, Eſq; who, with ſome other gentlemen and farmers, 
had formed a ſociety for ſupporting it: but no accounts thereof ha- 


ving been tranſmitted to the Society, they withdrew their encourage-Noz. 1. 1755.

The Board of Truſtees for Fiſheries and Manufactures having a- 


greed to employ part of their funds in ſettling ſmall colonies of linen- 
manufacturers in different parts of the Highlands; and the ſtation 
of one of thoſe colonies being fixed at Lochcarron, in Roſsſhire; the 
proprietor of theſe lands applied to the Society for their afſiſtanee 


in eſtabliſhing tradeſmen in that part of the country. . Accordingly 


the Society entered into an agreement with him; whereby they not 
only erected a ſchool on the firſt patent, but allowed, out of the funds 
appropriated for the ſecond patent, ſalaries, for the ſpace of five years 


from and after the term of Whitſunday 1755, to a blackſmith, a thoe- 


maker, a cart-wright, and a ploughman, upon theſe conditions, That 
the plonghman ſhould inſtruct, gratzs, all who might offer them- 
ſelves; and that the others ſhould inſtru a certain number of ap- 
prentices, and maintain them at bed and board, at a reaſonable rate, 
at the expence of the Society. In conſequence. of this agreement, 
theſe tradeſmen ſettled at Lochcarron. But no more than two appren- 
tices were taught by them. For this and other reaſons, they were 


diſmiſſed at Whitſunday 1760. 


The Board of Fiſheries and Manufactures having alſo ſettled a ma- 


nufactory in Glenmoriſton, in Inverneſsſhire, the Society, at the re- 
queſt of the late Earl of Findlater, erected a ſchool, and gave L. 15 
Sterling per annum to a gardener and imith jointly, on the ſame terms 
as at Lochcarron. But this encouragement was likewiſe withdrawn 
at the expiration of five years. - 2 | 

The Society reſolved to grant ſalaries to ſuch of the ſchoolmaſters 
wives, or other perfons reſiding near the ſchools, as ſhould be certi- 
fied to them to be properly qualified for inſtructing the ſcholars in 
ſpinning, knitting {tockings, or any other uſeful branch of manu- 
facture. E | 

The Society, upon receiving Mr Wood's valuable legacy of 
L. 2000 Sterling, which was to be applied to the additional purpoſes 
of the ſecond charter, publiſhed advertiſements, inviting all who were 
converſant in. manufactures, agriculture, &c. to ſuggeſt propoſals for 
laying out this money in ſuch manner as might beſt promote the in- 
tereſt of the Highlands and Iſlands. Many propoſals were accor- 
dingly fuggeſted ; but, after mature deliberation, it was reſolved, that 
this money ſhould be applied, partly in buying wheels and reels, 


to be diſtributed in different places, and partly in putting out ſuch. 


— 
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of the children, educated at the Society's ſchools, as ſhould be re- 
commended by perſons of character, as apprentices to tradeſmen, 
manufacturers, and others, the perſons recommending them giving 
ſecurity, by bond, that theſe apprentices, when properly inſtructed, 
ſhould ſettle in ſome part of the Highlands. In conſequence of theſe 
reſolutions, many ſpinning-wheels and reels have been diſtributed; 
many young women have been taught to ſpin; and many young 
men have been inſtructed in various branches of trade and manu- 
facture: yet there ſtill remains ſome part of this legacy unap- 
lied. | |

General account of the conſtitution, and of ſome mate- 
rial regulations, of the Society. | 


Aving thus briefly communicated to the public the proceedings 
of the Society under both patents, it may not be improper 
Now to give a ſuccinct account of the conſtitution and general ma- 
nagement of it. | | 
The Lord Preſident, and the other Lords of Seſſion, did, in pur- 
ſuance of the powers veſted in them by the original patent, nominate 
a certain number of the ſubſcribers to be the firſt members of th 
Society. | | 
By the preſent regulations concerning the admiſſion of members, 
it is required, that they be benefactors to the Society, of a ſober and 
religious life, and true Proteſtants. | 
There are four general meetings in the year, viz. on the firſt 
Thurſday of January, March, June, and November, reſpectively. 
Theſe are termed quarterly general meetings, and are appointed by the 
patent, which alſo fixes the quorum thereof to be nine. Beſides theſe 
quarterly meetings, the committee to be hereafter mentioned are im- 
powered to call a general meeting when they ſee cauſe, the quorum 
whereof muſt be eighleen. | 
At the quarterly general meeting in January each year, the Society 
ele& a preſident, a committee of fifteen directors, a treaſurer, con- 
roller, accountant, ſecretary, clerk, and bookholder. 
, The 
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The committee conſiſts of members whoſe chief reſidence is in or 

near the city of Edinburgh ; three of whom go off annually by rota- 
tion. They meet ſtatedly on the firſt Thurſday of every month, and 
occaſionally when circumſtances require it. To them 1s intruſted 
the whole buſineſs of the Society: for the better diſpatch whereof, 
they divide themſelves into three ſubcommittees, viz. one for ma- 
naging the matters of law, another for auditing the accounts, and 
a third for ſuperintending the ſchools and foreign correſpondence. 
The proceedings of every meeting of the committee are entered in 
books kept for that purpoſe, and a ſummary thereof is reported to 
the Society at each of their quarterly meetings, the proceedings of 
which are alſo reduced into writing, The committee are impowered 
to erect ſchools; to grant commiſſions to ſchoolmaſters, miſſionaries, 
and catechiſts, to remove them from place to place, to augment or 
diminith their ſalaries, to ſuſpend or deprive them, as they ſee meet, 
and, in general, to regulate every part of their conduct. It is like- 
wiſe their province to receive from the ſeveral preſbyteries and cor- 
reſpondents annual reports concerning the ſtate of the charity-ſchools, 
the ſcheme of which is fixed in the month of March, and commences 
from the 1ſt of May in each year. The committee are bound to take 
care, that the capital of the Society be preſerved entire, and that no 
more be expended than the yearly revenue, together with ſuch bene- 
factions as may be given towards the current expences of the Society. 
They examine the inventory of the Society's bonds and other ſecu- 
rities four times in the year, that they may judge whether thoſe ſecuri- 
ties ſhould continue, or whether the ſums therein contained ſhould be 
called in. All the Society s accounts, after having been audited by the 
ſubcommittee, and by the controller and accountant, are laid be- 
fore the whole committee; who give ſuch orders thereupon as to them 
ſeem proper. They likewiſe iſſue to the treaſurer warrants for lend- 
ing money, which cannot be done but at the ſtated monthly meet- 
ings, except when at leaſt five members are preſent, and all unani- 
mous. 

The treaſurer is required to attend every meeting of the Society, 
to give ſecurity for his intromiſſion with the funds, to exhibit an ex- 
act account of his receipts and diſburſements, and to report quar- 
terly to the committee the balance in his hands. An abſtract of the 
Society's capital, bearing intereſt, is annually inferted in two inven- 
tory-books ; one whereof is given to the treaſurer to guide him du- 
ring the current year, and the other remains in the hands of the So- 
ciety. The office of the controller and accountant 1s to reviſe and 
check, and yearly to ſign the docket of the treaſurer's accounts. 


The clerk regiſters the proceedings of the Society and their com- 
mi:tee, 


E 


mittee, preſerves in proper order the vouchers of theſe proceedings, 
receives and anſwers letters addreſſed to the Society, and manages all 
ſuits wherein the Society may have an intereſt. The bookholder prepares 
the treaſurer's accounts, according to the direction of the accountant, 
makes up annually a liſt of the Society's bonds and other ſecurities, 
and keeps a book, wherein are entered the names of all the benefac- 
tors, together with the amount of each benefaction, and the purpoſes 
for which it is given. The treaſurer, clerk, and bookholder, have 
each a yearly ſalary of L. 25 Sterling. | 

| Befides theſe and the other officers aforementioned, there is a book- 
- ſeller to the Society, who furniſhes, at certain prices, particularly 
ſpecified, books proper for the ſchools, and ſends them to ſuch places 
as are named by the committee, where they are diſtributed to thoſe 
whoſe parents are atteſted by the ſchoolmaſters to be unable to buy 
them. 

Of the board of correſpondents at London *, five are appointed to 
be a quorum. They meet ſtatedly once a- quarter, and oftener as 
occaſion requires. They chuſe their own officers, and may admit 
into their number every one who is a benefactor to the Society. The 
boards of correſpondents in New England and in New Jerſey have 
the ſame powers with that at London. 

From Mr Drummond's reports of the ſtate of their ſchools, the 
Society have been led to adopt ſeveral uſeful regulations reſpecting 
them, to which, as well as to thoſe formerly made, they are deter- 
mined ſtrictly to adhere. | 

In eſtabliſhing charity-{chools, particular attention is to be paid to 
thoſe pariſhes in the Highlands and Iſlands where Popery is moſt 
firmly rooted; as alſo to pariſhes of great extent, where 1gnorance 
prevails ; to ſupprefs both of theſe being the great object of the So- 
CLCTY, | | | 

As in moſt pariſhes of the Highlands, one ſchool is inadequate to 
the numerous inhabitants, and as each pariſh is by law obliged to 
provide a parochial ſchool, the Society, whoſe intention is not to re- 
lieve the proprietors of land of that burden, but, in aid of the legal 
fund, to extend the means of inſtruction of poor children in the re- 
ſpective pariſhes, have determined not to eſtabliſh a ſchool, unleſs 
proper evidence be laid before them, that a parochial ſchool is ac- 
tually ſettled ; and they alſo require, that each preſbytery, in their 
annual report to the Society, ſhall certify, that ſuch parochial ſchool 
is ſtill ſupported. Agreeably to this regulation, the Society have al-

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ready „ ſome of their ſchools, becauſe there are no 3 
ſchools eſtabliſhed in thoſe pariſhes. | 
The Society likewiſe, conſidering the inſufficiency of their funds to 
maintain near the number of ſchools requiſite in all parts of the 
Highlands and Iſlands, and that, by an act of parliament 20m9 
George II. the rents and profits of certain forfeited eſtates thereby 
annexed to the crown are, among other purpoſes, appropriated to- 
wards the erecting and maintaining of ſchools on theſe eſtates, did 
ſome years ago ſuppreſs all their ſchools upon and in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the ſaid eſtates. Theſe circumſtances afford a 
reaſon why there are none of the Society's ſchools in many pariſhes 

. which ſeem to ſtand in very great need thereof. 

As it hath been often found, that the ſchoolmaſters employed by 
the Society have been very badly accommodated, ſo that, in many 
| Inſtances, they have been obliged to teach in churches, or in deſpi- 
cable hovels, which has proved prejudicial to the health both of ma- 
ſters and ſcholars; and, in other inſtances, have been obliged to pay 
money for lodging and fuel, which has alio been attended with in- 
conveniencies; the Society will not eſtabliſh a charity- ſchool in any 
pariſh, unleſs the proprietors of land ſhall provide a ſufficient ſchool- 
houſe and ſchoolmaſter's dwelling-houſe, with ground for a kail- 
yard, and graſs for a cow, and unleſs the inhabitants ſhall furniſh, 
and lead gratis, the peats and turfs neceſſary for the uſe of the ſchool- 
maſter and his family. Theſe conditions are ſo reaſonable in them 
ſelves, and fo requiſite for the ſchools, that the Society flatter them- 
ſelves they will de univerſally approved ; and they take this oppor- 
tunity of returning their thanks to thoſe noblemen and gentlemen 
who have already comphed therewith. 

In order to render their ſchools as uſeful as poſhble, the Society 
have lately revived an old regulation, which requires that they ſhall 
be ambulatory, that is, that they ſhall remain in one place no longer 
than three years; at the end of which ſpace, they ſhall be removed 
to ſuch other ſtations in the 1ame or adjacent pariſhes as to the Society 
ſhall ſeem meet; provided always, that the conditions above men- 
tioned ſhall be performed by the inhabitants, who muſt alſo be at 
the expence of tranſporting the ſchoolmaſter with his family and fur- 
niture. From this regulation are excepted ſuch ſchools as are erected 
in conſequence of mortifications, in places particularly pointed out 
by the mortifiers, and ſuch other ſchools as, from their ſituation and 
other ſpecial circumſtances, cannot conveniently be removed. 

It may not be improper to mention a few of the moſt material re- 
gulations reſpecting ſchoolmaſters, which are now in force, and of 
which the Society require the punctual obſervance. 

Previons 
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Previous to their admiſſion into the Society's ſervice, they muſt be 
examined at Edinburgh by the committee, concerning their know- 
ledge of the principles of religion, and their ſkill in writing and a- 
rithmetic. They muſt produce to the committee an atteſtation of 
their character, as perſons of known prudence, loyalty, and piety ; 
and they muſt take the oaths preſcribed by law, If found qualified 
by the committee, they receive a commiſſion. 
They are required to inſtruct their ſcholars in the principles of the 
true Proteſtant Reformed religion, attentively to watch over their 
morals, and to train them up in the ſocial virtues; to worſhip God 
every morning and evening 1n the ſchool, and to take care that the 
ſcholars attend divine ſervice on the Lord's day; to teach them to 
read and ſpeak the Engliſh tongue, and to tranſlate Gaelic into Eng- 
liſn; but are prohibited from teaching Latin. They are alſo to teach 
writing, arithmetic, and church-muſic; to report to the viſitors 
thoſe who ſtay away from ſchool, and to tranſmit annually to the 
Society a liſt of the names of the ſcholars, with an account of the 
time of their entry and departure, and of their proficiency. There 
are fixed hours for their daily attendance in ſchool, and their vaca- 
tions are limited. They are not allowed, except in very particular 
circumſtances, to ſerve by a ſubſtitute. No ſalary is paid to them, 
without a proper certificate of their ſervice by the ſeveral preſbyteries, 
and a report concerning the ſtate of their reſpective ſchools by the 
viſitors thereof. If theſe are produced, the ſalaries are paid twice in 
the year, 

From the ſcheme of ſchoolmaſters for the preſent year, it will be 
ſeen, that the ſalaries of many of them are very inconſiderable. 

For this various reaſons may be aſſigned. In ſome caſes, theſe 
ſalaries might poſſibly be deemed ſufficient at the time when the 
ſchools to which they belong were erected. In many more, agree- 
ments were made by the Society with the proprietors of land, and 
their tenants; whereby, in conſideration of the ſalary allowed by the 
Society, they became bound to pay an equal ſum, or as much as 
might make the whole a ſufficient encouragement to a proper ſchool- 
maſter. But the Society cannot but obſerve with concern, that, in 


too many inſtances, theſe agreements have not been fulfilled by thoſe 


who are moſt intereſted therein. In all theſe caſes, the Society, de- 
ſirous of maintaming as many ſchools as the extent of their funds 
would permit, were averſe to ſuppreſs any, when teachers tolerably 
1 could be procured to ſerve for the ſalary allowed by the 
ciety. At the ſame time it cannot reaſonably be expected, that 
ſuch teachers ſhould either be zealous in the diſcharge of their of- 
fice, or r give due attention to their ſcholars; and, in fact, the inſuf- - 
ficiency 
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ficiency of the ſalaries has been found to be one great fource of irre- 
gularities. | =; 1 | | 

For theſe reaſons, and conſidering the advanced price of proviſions 
in every part of the country, as well as the importance of placing 
their ſchoolmaſters in a ſituation above want, the Society anxiouſly 
wiſh, that henceforward every ſchoolmaſter in their ſervice ſhall have 
from them a yearly ſalary of at leaſt L. 10 Sterling, which is infe- 
rior to that given to ſome ſchoolmaſters at the very firſt eſtabliſh- 
ment, and only half of that fixed by his Majeſty's commiſſioners *, 
as before mentioned. From this propoſed regulation are excepted 
thoſe ſchoolmaſters who are, or may be for the future, ſupported at 
the joint expence of the Society, and of ſome noblemen and gentle- 
men of extenſive property in the Highlands; the proportion of ſa- 
lary paid by the latter being equally ſecure as that paid by the for- 
mer. | | - | 
The preſent ſtate of the funds of the Society renders it impracti- 
cable to carry this deſign into immediate execution, however im- 
portant and even neceſſary it may be; while the ſituation of all the 
pariſhes in the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, not only renders 
the ſuppreſſion of any ſchools inexpedient, but calls loudly for the e- 
ſtabliſhment of many more. 0 WE 7

| HE Society apprehend, that the moſt effectual and perſuaſive 
| method of exciting the attention, and procuring the aſſiſtance 
of the public, will be to lay before them a diſtinct ſtate of the High- 
lands and Iflands of Scotland, collected in a great meaſure from the 
Teports ſeverally made by the Reverend Dr Hyndman and Dr Dick 
in 1759, and by Dr Walker in 1764 and 1771, who were commiſ- 
ſioned by the General Aſſembly to viſit thoſe parts where miſſionaries 
and catechiſts are employed by the committee for managing the royal 
bounty; — and likewiſe from thoſe preſented to the Society by Mr

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Lewis Drummond in 1771 and 1772 and partly from informa- 
tion lately given by ſeveral miniſters. 

This ſtate will be divided into four ſections. | 

The firſt comprehends thoſe pariſhes where the Society” s ſchools 
have been for ſome time eſtabliſhed, the ſtations of thoſe ſchools, the 
names and ſalaries of the ſchoolmaſters and catechiſts, and the num- 
ber of boys and girls taught at each ſchoo], according to the laſt re- 
ports made by the ſeveral preſbyteries. | 
The ſecond includes thoſe pariſhes where ſchools were appointed 
to be erected as on the 1ſt day of May 1774, together with the pro- 
poſed falaries. Theſe two parts compoſe the entire ſcheme of ſchool- 
maſters fixed for the preſent year; to- which will be ſubjoined a liſt 
of the ſpinning-ſchools, with their reſpective ſtations, and the names 
and ſalaries of the miſtreſſes. 

The third ſection contains an account of thoſe pariſhes where the 
Society lately had ſchools, but which they ſuppreſſed, either becauſe 
there were no parochial ſchools, or becauſe the circumſtances of other 
pariſhes were more urgent, although ſchools have been very uſeful, 
and indeed ſeem neceſſary, even in thoſe pariſhes, if the Society were 
enabled to maintain them. In this ſection are inſerted the ſalaries of 
each former ſchoolmaſter, and the numbag of boys and girls taught 
at each ſchool. 

The fourth repreſents the circumſtances of thoſe pariſhes where, 
though ſchools are evidently neceſſary, the Society cannot, in the 
preſent fituation of their funds, afford to erect them. 

Theſe four ſections preſent to the public a full and 3 view of 
all the pariſhes in the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, as to their 
extent and number of inhabitants, and the ſtate of Popery therein. 
When, to the particulars there exhibited, we add theſe conſiderations, 
that, in very many of theſe pariſhes, there are no parochial ſchools, 
and that in ſome there are no pariſh-churches, what melancho- 
ly ideas muſt we not entertain of the ſtate of religion 1 in thoſe parts, 
ſo diſgraceful to a Chriſtian country ! |

|| St Kilda iſland formerly belonged to the pariſh of North Uiſt, but is now a part of that of Harris, from which it is diſtant no 
leſs than 20 leagues. It is at leaſt 3 Engliſh miles long from eaſt to welt, and not leſs than 2 broad. In the year 1758, the Society 
ſent the Reverend Mr Kenneth Macaulay, then minifter in Harris, to viſit St Kilda, and there to preach the goſpel, to catechiſe the 
natives, and to inquire into the ſtate of the miſſion ſupported by them on the ſaid iſland. This butfineſs he executed much to the 
fatisfaction of the Society; and afterwards publiſhed a hiſtory of the iſland, which contains many curious and intereſting particulars, 
The number of ſouls in the above-mentioned year, 1758, amounted to 88.

At Scaltan in the bracs of Glenlivet in this pariſh is a Popith college or feminary, being the only one in Scotland, the number of 
ſtudents at which is in general from 8 to 12; moſt of whom are ſons to gentlemen in the neighbourhood, and ſome of them be- 
come priefts without going abroad. At preſent there are 12 ſtudents at this college. About a century ago, the number of Papiſts in 
Glenlivet was ſo ſmall and inconfiderable, that they had no fixed prieſt, but were obliged to ſend to Gardenſide, 9 or ro miles diſtant, 
for one to viſit their fick, and to baptize their children. Since the erection of the aforeſaid college, which was about 70 or 89 — 
years ago, Popery has made ſuch rapid progreſs, that, according to the moſt authentic accounts, there are at preſent no fewer 
than 15 20 Papiſts in this and the preceding pariſh, viz. 600 in Kirkmichael pariſh, and 920 ia this pariſh, In the former they have 
increaſed by 200 fince the year 1750, and in the latter by about 77, ſince the year 1755. The ſituation of this college is peculiarly 
calculated for promoting the intereſts of Popery, being in the centre of ſeven pariſhes, at the diftance of ſeven miles from each church, 
except that of Kirkmichael, from whence it is four miles diſtant, and ſurrounded with a ridge of hills, whereby it is ſeparated from 
all the neighbouring countries. Befides a prieft or bifhop, who reſides conſtantly at this college, there are generally three, and 
often fix, prieſts, who officiate in the ſeveral maſs-houſes in both pariſhes. From the above account will appear the propriety and 
neceſſity of having an able and faithful fehoolmaſter in this part of the country. Such is the preſent ſchoolmaſter, who has been for 
many years employed by the Society, and has uniformly exerted his utmoſt endeavours to check the growth of Popery in his neigh- 
bourhood. In order to teſtify their regard for fuch an uſeful fervant, and to enable him to be ſtill more ſo, the Society have allow- 
ed to him a ſalary larger than what is allowed to any other of their ſchoolmaſters, that of Raining's ſchool in the town of Inverneſs 
only excepted. | | |

HE important and affecting ſcene which the preceding account 
of the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland offers to the public 
view, cannot fail to awaken the feelings of every true friend to his 
country, to religion, and to humanity. In many parts, Popery has 
not only maintained the ground formerly gained, but is ſtill increa- 
fing ; and will continue to ſpread its dangerous influence, unleſs ef- 
fectual methods be ſoon taken to check the alarming progreſs there- 
of. | | | | | 
The Society will not attempt to trace ont, or enlarge upon, all the 
cauſes to which this growing evil may be imputed; yet they think 
it their duty to point out thoſe in which the intereſt of true religion 
is immediately and materially concerned. The vaſt extent of pa- 
riſhes, particularly in the Weſtern Highlands and Iflands, ſo far ex- 
ceeds rhe labours of the moſt induſtrious paſtor, that each would re- 
quire the care of a body of clergy, The want of parochial churches 
obliges the inhabitants of many pariſhes to. attend divine ſervice in 
the fields, or in houſes which, from their inconveniency and mean- 
neſs, are very ill ſuited to the purpoſes of religious worſhip. And 
it muſt be obvious to every one in the leaſt acquainted with thoſe 
countries, that the congregations under fuch diſadvantages muſt, for 
feveral months in the year, be neceſſarily deprived of the opportu- 
nity of. aſfembling together. In large tracts, where there are no pa- 
rochial ſchools, the youth are entirety without the means of inſtruc- 
tion. The nature of ſome pariſhes, even of moderate extent, which 
are either interſected by lakes, rivers, and arms of the ſea, or ſepa- 
rated by inacceſſible rocks and mountains, excludes the inhabitants 
from the benefit of the Parochial church and ſchool therein eſtabliſh- 
ed. When it is conſidered, that, from theſe circumſtances, many 
thouſands have no acceſs at all to the facred ordinances, and that, to 
great numbers of thoſe who have occaſional accefs, the opportunities 
are extremely rare, is it ſurpriſing, that groſs ignorance generally 
prevails ? or that a people thus deſtitute of the means of Chriſtian 
knowledge, ſhould frequently fall an eaſy prey to the infidious arts. 
of the reſtleſs emiſſaries of the church of Rome? 
To remove the dark cloud of ignorance, as well as to eradicate the 
prejudices of a falſe and pernicious form of religion, no proper and 
| probable 
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probable means ſhould be neglected in a Proteſtant kingdom, how- 
ever arduous the taſk may prove. It does not become the Society to 
enter into a diſcuſſion of the wiſe meaſures taken by the legiſlature 
and by the government for thoſe ſalutary ends. The royal donation 
of L. 1000 Sterling, continued every year ſince 1725, hath contri- 
buted, in a conſiderable degree, to the inſtruction of the inhabitants 
of the Highlands and Iſlands, by ſupporting miſſionaries and cate- 
chiſts in thoſe parts which are at a yard diſtance from the ſeveral] 
churches. 

But the attempts of this Suckery: have been attended with more be- 
neficial and permanent effects. The eſtabliſhment of charity-ſchools 
hath wrought a happy change in many places : ignorance hath been 
in a great meaſure diſpelled; the Engliſh language hath made conſi- 
derable progreſs; the arts of civilization have been in ſome degree 
introduced; and thouſands have been educated in the principles of 
loyalty and the Proteſtant religion, who lately fought the battles, and 
extended to diſtant parts of the world the glory of Britain. If, in 
ſome places where theſe ſchools have been ſettled, the benefits arifing 
from them have not been ſuch as might have been wiſhed, and if, in 
a few, the progreſs of Popery hath not been ſtopped, this mult be 
imputed, not to any defect in the means employed, but to the cir- 
cumſtances of thoſe countries, which the ſingle efforts of this Society 
are inſufficient to counteract. Still, however, their endeavours have 
been productive of ſome good, even where they have been leaſt ſuc- 
ceſsful. If they had been diſcontinued or remitted, ignorance would 
have prevailed, and Popery would probably have increaſed there as 
much as in thoſe parts to which the influence of the Cory hath not 
been extended. | 

To accompliſh the reformation of the Hightaids' and Iſlands, an 
uniform ſyſtem, of meaſures muſt be adopted and purſued. New pa- 
riſhes muſt be formed ; churches muſt be built 'in all the pariſhes 
which are at preſent legally eſtabliſhed ; parochial ſchools muſt be 
every where ſettled; and ir is to be anxiouſly wiſhed, that charity- 
ſchools were likewiſe planted in every pariſh of the Highlands. In 
the mean time, much may be done, and is propoſed to be done, by 
this Society, if ſuch an addition to their funds can be procured as 
will enable them to maintain ſchools in thoſe pariſhes, the circum- 
ſtances of which indicate the moſt urgent neceſſity. For though the 
Society be poſſeſſed of a large capital, which hath been managed 
with ſingular ceconomy ; yet ſo reaſonable and importunate are the 
various demands, that, unable to ſatisfy them, they think it their 
indiſpenſable duty, in diſcharge of the truſt repoſed i in them, to ſo- 
licit the liberal aſſiſtance of all charitable and well-diſpoſed perſons, 

without 
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without which their uſeful ſchemes for the more extenſive propaga- 
tion of Chriſtian knowledge in the Highlands and Iſlands muſt be 
diſappointed. | 

Will not thoſe on whom the full light of the goſpel hath ſhined, 
be defirous that ir ſhould be communicated to all who ftill fit in dark- 
neſs? Will not thoſe who deem it their invaluable privilege, that they 
have conſtant and ready acceſs to the lively oracles of God, exert 
their utmoſt ability, that His way may be known upon earth, his ſaving 
health among all nations? When Popery, the foe of liberty, which in- 
flaves the mind, and corrupts the heart, is making daily and too 
ſucceſsful attacks on our fellow-ſabjecs ; ſhall Proteſtant brethren, 
and countrymen, not uſe every effort to diffuſe the principles of a reli- 
gion which alone makes loyal ſubjects, uſeful citizens, and good men? 
In an age ſo diſtinguiſhed as the preſent, by the exerciſe of the ſocial 
and benevolent affections, there is juſt ground to hope, that bene- 
factions will be freely and willingly beſtowed for the neceſſary ſup- 
port of an inſtitution founded on the principles of the moſt extenſive 
and diſintereſted benevolence ;—whoſe invariable objects have been, to 
ſpread the knowledge of the Englith language among the natives of 
the Highlands and Iſlands; to infuſe into their minds ſentiments of 
loyalty to their Sovereign, and of love to their country; to train up 
their children in the principles of the true Proteſtant Reformed reli- 
gion, and to make them uſeful members of the community, by early 
forming them to habits of induſtry and virtue ; — and the happy ef- 
fects whereof are not confined to any corner of the country, or limit- 
ed to a certain period of years, but reach to the moſt remote parts of 
the kingdom, and will be felt by generations yet unborn! 

When the principles, the objects, and the effects of this inſtitution 
have been laid open to the public, to enlarge farther upon the ſubject 
would be. injuſtice to the underſtanding and ſenſibility of mankind. 
The Society will therefore cloſe this addreſs, with earneſtly intreating 
every lover of his country, every loyal ſubject, every true Proteſtant, 

all who wiſh well to the intereſt of pure and undefiled religion, to 
embrace this opportunity of teſtifying the ſincerity and activity of 
their principles, by enabling this Society effectually to fulfil the noble 
purpoſes of their eſtabliſhment. | | 

Thus all the wilderneſs and the ſolitary place be glad for them : and 
the deſert ſhall rejoice, and bloſſom as the roſe. Thus ſhall they /ay up 
in ſtore for themſelves a good foundation, in that day when they that be 
wiſe ſhall ſhine as the brightneſs of the firmament, and they that turn 
many to righteouſneſs as the ſtars for ever. and ever. .

NNE, by the grace of God, Queen of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith: To all good people to whoſe 
knowledge theſe preſents ſhall come, greeting. Foraſmuch as we, un- 
derſtanding the charitable inclinations of many of our ſubjects, for 
raiſing a voluntary contribution towards the further promoting of 
Chriſtian knowledge, and the increaſe of piety and virtue, within 
Scotland, eſpecially in the Highlands, Iſlands, and remote corners 
thereof, where error, idolatry, ſuperſtition, and ignorance, do moſt- 
ly abound, by reaſon of the largeneſs of parithes, and ſcarcity of 
ſchools; and for propagating the ſame in Popiſh and Infidel parts of 
the world: And we having, by our royal proclamation, dated the 
18th day of Auguſt 1709, with the advice of our privy council, ap- 
proven of, and recommended the foreſaid charitable deſign, and de- 
clared our reſolution to grant theſe our letters-patent for erecting the 
ſabfcribers into a fociety and corporation for managing the ſaid con- 
tribution ; and now finding, that the fum propofed for beginning this 
good work is already ſubſcribed for, and we judging, that our grant- 
ing theſe our letters-patent for erecting and fettling the foreſaid cor- 
poration and ſociety will be highly conducive for accompliſhing theſe 
pious ends propoſed, and that many others will be hereby induced 
the more chearfully to extend their charity to the uſe aforeſaid : And 
alſo we conſidering, that the fubfcribers to this undertaking are dif- 
fuſed in ſeveral counties and remote places, fo that it is not ea- 
ſy for them to nominate and elect the members which ſuch a cor- 
poration ought to conſiſt of, did, by our foreſaid proclamation, judge 
it convenient, that the firſt nomination of the members of the faid 
ſociety ſhould be made by the Lord Preſident, and other Lords of 
our Council and Seſſion in Scotland, out of the ſubſcribers: And now 
the ſubſcribers, in compliance with our judgement, fignified in the 
ſaid proclamation, having requeſted that the ſaid nomination ſhould 
be in manner before and after mentioned; therefore, and for the bet- 
ter and more orderly carrying on this good deſign, we have willed, 
allowed, confirmed, and eſtabliſhed, likeas, by theſe preſents, we al- 
| | | low, 
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low, confirm, and eſtabliſh the foreſaid power and right of the firſt 
nomination in the perſons of the ſaid Lord Preſident, and other Lords 
of Council and Seſſion in Scotland: And further, we do make, con- 
ſtitute, appoint, and ordain, the perſons to be named out of the ſub- 
ſcribers and contributors, by the ſaid Lord Preſident, and other 
Lords of Seſſion, (and which nomination is hereby ordained to be 
recorded, with theſe preſents, in the regiſters of our Chancellary in 
Scotland), to be an incorporation, ſociety, and body-politic, by the 
name of, The Society in Scotland for propagating Chriſtian knowledge : 
Likeas we, for our ſelf, and our royal ſucceſſors, by theſe preſents, 
do make, conſtitute, appoint, ordain, and declare the perſons to be 
named by the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, and recorded herewith in man- 
ner foreſaid, and their ſucceſſors to be elected in manner after 
mentioned, to be a legal ſociety and corporation; and grant unto 
them full power to receive ſubſcriptions, mortifications, donations, 
legacies, ſums of money, lands, goods, and gear; and therewith 
to erect and maintain ſchools, to teach to read, eſpecially the ho- 
ly ſcriptures, and other good and pious books ; as alſo to teach 
writing, arithmetic, and ſuch like degrees of knowledge, in the 
Highlands, Iflands, and remote corners of Scotland, and in other parts 
above mentioned; and to uſe ſuch means for inſtructing the people 
in the Chriſtian Reformed Proteſtant religion as may be competent: 
And which Society are hereby ordained to have a general meeting of 
the members thereof, quarterly, at Edinburgh, in the Town's hall, 
the firſt Thurſdays of January, March, June, and November, yearly, 
in all time coming, at three of the clock in the afternoon ; and often- 
er, when and where the Society ſhall think meet; and any nine of the 
members of the ſaid Society who fhall convene at the ſaid time and 
place, are hereby declared to be a quorum of the ſaid general meet- 
ing; but ſtill reſerving to the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, upon application 
of the ſaid Society, a power to alter the quorum, as ſhall be found

And likewiſe the ſaid general meeting are hereby impowered and or- 
dained, at their firſt meeting yearly, to nominate fifteen of their 
number to be a committee, to meet at Edinburgh the firſt Thurſday 
of each month, and oftener, as need requires, in ſuch places as ſhall 
be agreed upon by the general meeting; and the ſaid committee, or

of what kind and nature ſoever the ſame be, and all and ſundry o- 
ther matters and things to do, in as full and ample form and man- 
ner as any others our ſubjects of our realm of Great Britain, or any 
other ſociety, corporation, or body-poliric within the ſaid realm, can 
do in any ſort: And grants and allows, that the foreſaid Society 
| ſhall and may have a common ſeal; and that it ſhall be lawful for 
them and their ſucceſſors, to change, break, alter, and make new 
the ſaid ſeal at their pleaſure. And we grant unto the foreſaid So- 
ciety, at their quarterly meetings in all time coming, and at no other 
meetings, full power to make ſuch rules and ordinances, and to alter 
the ſame, as they ſhall ſee moſt convenient and needful for the bet- 
ter government of the ſaid Society, and management of the affairs 
thereof, and the more effectual promoting of the foreſaid deſign; and

And we judging it of great import toward the 
right carrying on. of this ſo Chriſtian and religious a work, that ſuch 
as ſhall be employed upon this fund, as teachers in any capacity, be 
men of piety, loyalty, prudence, gravity, competent knowledge and 
literature, and other Chriſtian and neceſſary qualifications ſuited to 
their reſpective ſtations, do therefore peremptorily require and injoin 
the ſeveral preſbyteries within whoſe bounds fuch perſons have for 
the moſt part had their ordinary reſidence, and other fuperior judi- 
catories of the church of Scotland, to make exact inquiry into their 
manner of life and converſation ; and ſtrictly to try and examine 
their other qualifications above expreſſed, as the foreſaid laws and 
conſtitutions of Scotland do preſcribe, before they be entered to ſuch 
a work: And we will and command, that none be employed in theſe 
capacities by theSociety, upon the fund above mentioned, but ſuch wha 
being ſo tried and examined, ſhall be certified and atteſted to them by 
the foreſaid church-judicatories.

without a relevant excuſe, of which the ſaid Society are to be judges. 
And we ordain and appoint, That the books of the ſaid Society be 
patent and open ; that all and every one of the ſubſcribers, their 
heirs and fucceſſors, may have acceſs to ſee what ſums of money are 
received by the Society from time to time, and how the ſame have 
been laid out, by virtue of theſe preſents, or any authority hereby 
given, and to underſtand the management and diſpoſition of the re- 
venues of the ſaid Society, and be ſatisfied with the ſame; and in 
caſe of miſapplication, any of the ſubſcribers, or their aforeſaids, 
are hereby allowed and impowered to purſue and proſecute thoſe guil- 
ty of the ſame, before any judge or judges competent. It is always

mand, and require all magiſtrates, judges, and officers of the law, 


within our dominions, and others our good ſubjects in their reſpec- 
tive ſtations, to give all proper and needful aſſiſtance and encourage- 
ment to the ſaid Society, and thoſe employed and intruſted by them, 
in all matters and cauſes tending to the furtherance of this pious de- 
ſign; and that at all times, and upon all occaſions, when required 
thereto, as they will be anſwerable to us. And, laſtly, we declare 
and ordain, That theſe our letters-patent and charter, or any authen- 
tic extract thereof, ſhall be good, firm, valid, and effectual in law, 
according to our royal intentions herein expreſſed, to all intents and 
purpoſes ; and impower the Lord Preſident of the Seſſion in Scotland 


to cauſe timeous advertiſement to be given to the members of the ſaid 


Society to convene the firſt Thurſday of January, March, June, or 
November, that ſhall be thirty days after the date hereof, at Edin- 
burgh, in the ſaid town's hall, or where he ſhall think moſt conve- 
nient in that city, at three of the clock in the afternoon.

G EORG E, by the grace of God, King of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith. Foraſmuch as we, raking 
1nto our royal confideration, that her late Majeſty Queen Anne, of 
bleſſed memory, did, upon the narrative of the charitable inclina- 
tions of many of her ſubjects, for raiſing a voluntary contribution 
towards the further promoting Chriſtian knowledge, and the increaſe 
of piety and virtue in Scotland, by her letters-patent, bearing date 
at St James's, the 25th day of May 1709, conſtitute, appoint, or- 
dain, and declare the ſaid contributors to be a legal ſociety and cor- 
poration, by the name of, The Society in Scotland for propagating Chri- 
ſrian knowledge; with power to them to receive ſubſcriptions, to erect 
and maintain ſchools to teach to read, eſpecially the holy ſcrip- 
tures ; as alſo to teach writing, arithmetic, and ſuch like degrees of 
knowledge as might be competent; as 1n the ſaid letters-patent, con- 
_ taining divers other clauſes, at more length is ſet forth: And we ta- 
king likewiſe into conſideration the petition of the ſaid Society for 
propagating Chriſtian knowledge, in their anniverſary general court 
held at Edinburgh, upon Thurſday the 7th of January laſt, ſetting 
forth the ſaid letters- patent; and that it is found by experience, that 
the breeding up of young people to handy labour, trades, and ma- 
nufactures, together with learning to read and write, will be of great 
benefit, not only to theſe young people, but likewiſe to the nation in 
general, and better anſwer. the inclinations of the contributors for 
promoting piety and virtue; that the foreſaid Society are, by their 
| ſaid original patent, declared able and capable in law to purchaſe 
and enjoy lands, tenements, rents, and other privileges and juriſ- 
ditions, in fee and perpetuity, not exceeding the yearly value of 
L. 2000 Sterling ; but it may be doubted, whether, by the ſaid pa- 
tent, they have power to ſell and diſpoſe of lands once purchaſed : 
the ſaid Society therefore humbly prayed we would be pleaſed, not 
only to ratify and perpetually confirm the foreſaid letters-patent for 
the ends therein mentioned, but alſo further to impower and autho- 
riſe the ſaid Society, by all lawful means, and according to rules by 
them to be eſtabliſhed in that behalf, over and above the purpoſes of 
their original patent, to cauſe ſuch of the childr en as they ſhall think 
fit, to be inſtructed and bred up to huſbandry and houſewifery, or 
in trades and manufactures, or in ſuch like manual occupations as 
the Society ſhall think proper; and that in ſuch places, and in ſuch 
manner, as the Society or their directors ſhall think the moſt prac- 
ticabl2 
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ticable and expedient : and further, to impower the faid Society to 
ſell and diſpoſe of ſuch lands, tenements, rents, privileges, and ju- 
riſdictions, as they already have, or ſhall hereafter purchaſe, ſo often 
as they ſhall judge the ſame expedient, and for the intereſt of the 
Society : Therefore we, from an earneſt defire for promoting the 
good of our ſubjects in all parts of our dominions, ordain letters- 
patent to be made and paſſed under the ſeal appointed by the treaty 
of Union to be kept and made uſe of in Scotland, in place of the 
great ſeal of Scotland, containing our ratification and perpetual con- 
firmation of the forefaid letters- patent, for the ends and purpoſes 
therein mentioned; and alſo our full power and authority to the ſaid 
Society, by all lawful means, and according to rules by them to be 
eſtabliſhed in that behalf, over and above the purpoſes of their ori- 
ginal patent, to cauſe ſuch of the children as they ſhall think fit to be 
inſtructed and bred up to huſbandry and houſewifery, or in trades and 
manufactures, or in ſuch like manual occupations as the Society ſhall 
think proper; and that in ſuch places, and in fuch manner, as the So- 
ciety, or their directors for the time being, ſhall think the moſt practi- 
cable and expedient; and containing likewiſe our full powers to the
